WASHINGTON, March 21.—All the talk now 
refers to the coming caucus. No new devel- 
opments were made to-day. Both sides seem 
frm. Morrison admits that he saw Watter- 
son's so-called ultimatum, before it was sent, 
but says he neither approved nor disapproved 
‘+, He says he thinks it is the duty of the 
party t0 reform the tariffthis session, but 
fails toshow how it can be done, while cer- 
tain death awaits the bill in the 
senate if it is, fortunate enough to 
pas the house which is now 
improbable. Mr. Randall@and his friends 
have been encouraged by the action cf the 
Virginia democratic committee declaring all 
questions should now be subordinated to 
party harmony and the reform of adminis- 
trative abuses. Senator Kenna says the West 


Virginia convention will surely indorse this 
sentiment. McDonald was as busy asa bee 
about the capitol consulting friends in the 
house and senate. While he leans 
toward the Morrison bill, he counsels peace 
between the factions. If Morrison insists on 
invoking caucus dictation to make the sup- 
ortof his bill a test of party fealty he will 
e deserted by many members who would 
vote for it if left on its merits. On all hands 
is heard the severest condemnation of such a 
method.

DIVERGENT VIEWS FROM GEORGIA. 

Wassineton, March 21—The discussion 

over the proposed Morrison bill has perhaps 
invoked no sharper antagonism than that in 
the divergent views of two distinguished man- 
ufacturers from Georgia, Messrs. Hanson, of 
Macon, and Young, of Columbus. Mr. Han- 
son was positive that the passage of the Mor- 
rison bill would be ruinous to the cottonin- 
terests of the south, andurged in the strong- 
est manner the necessity for protection to {ne 
young industries of thatsection. Mr. Yourg, 
whois president of the Eagle and Phenix 
mills, ot Columbus, an establishment which, 
in less than twenty years, has much more 
than paid back the capital invested in tae 
shape of dividends, takes a directly opposite 
He declares that the proposed reduc- 
tion of twenty per cent on the cotton manu- 
facturing interests of the south would not 
be felt at all, and goes on to say: ‘‘The south 
is now engaged in manufacturing, say, stand- 
ard or heavy weight goods, and which are 
mainly consumed by the masses of our popu- 
lation, south and north, and now the south 
sends her surplus’ production to the north, 
where they displace all such heavy weight 
goods as were formerly made there and sent 
south. These advantages (in all such 
goods) must ever remain with the 
south over New Eaogland and Old England; 
and New England, on account of closer prox- 
imity to the cotton fields, has a relative 
advantage over Oid England. Proceeding 
further, he argues that the proposed reduc: 
tion of twenty per cent on the tariff would 
not enable England te compete with this 
country, north or south, in these heavy 
weight goods, but if the tariff on all 
articles entering into the cost. of 
manufacture in this country were also 
reduced twenty per cent then the manufact- 
urers, north and south, would be benefitted, 
and if the dutieson all such goods entering 
into the cost ef manufacturing were made 
free then the porta and south could compete 
with England in all markets of the world. 

The tariff as it new stands, Mr, Young 

says, shuts out all foreign competition with 
manufacturing productions in this country, 
except a few speciatties of fine goods for the 
wealthy, and it locks in their productions 
and thus confines them to the home demand, 
and as a conseguence there is now a giut of 
goods. ‘To illustrate his position, he says: 
“The company oyer which I preside con- 
sumes about fifty bales of cotten per day. 
A New Engiand mill consuming that 
amount of cotton would have to pay 
$350 per day more for it than it cost this 
company, and a mill in England would have 
to pay more than that. These advantages are 
so great that thetarifl, if entirely removed, 
would not enable Engiandto compete with 
iuis country on heavy weight goods, and if 
the tariff was removed on all articles that 
enterinto the cost of manufacturing, then 
this country could command the markets of 
the world, and the supremacy of England 
would be ended.”’ 

In regard to the cost of labor he says: I 
have visited England three times and have 
investigated the cost of labor compared with 
the south, and found it more, or higher, than 
here, and yet our operative was in beiter 
condition, from the fact that food costs less 
with us and clothing also, as our climate does 
not require such heavy clothing. I think 
labor au the nerth about the same as in I:ng- 
land. I also investigated the cost and sell- 
ing price of heayy cotton goods, and con- 
cluded I could sellin England ata prolt, 
but to doso I must adopt their peculiarities 
of styles and I prefer ahome amarket. I be- 
lieve if all our custom houses were abolished 
that this country would find in England a 
large market for our manufactures of cotton 
and woollen goods. Now this country 1s 
heavily taxed with almost everything that 
enters into the cost of production, beginning 
With machinery and ending with baling the 
gvods with Scotch burlaps. I believe the 
manufacturing interests in this country with 
their natural advantages, 1f free from all 

aril legislation, would soon make the United 

States the great manufacturing centre.

THE COPIAH RIOTS. 
——— 
CeDgressman Barksdale Sets Himae!f Hight ou the 
Matter. 


Wasurineton, March 21.—Major E. Barks- 
dale, member of congress from M issisippi 
Who, according to the testimony taken by 
the Copiah county sub-commitiee of the 
Senate, made a speech at Hazelhusrt advising 
the democrats to carry Copiah a by the 
Shotgun if necessary, and to hang Buiiton, 
republican candidate, was before the sub- 
Committee of the senate committee on privis 
leges and elections this morning, and made a 
Statement under oath in his own vindication. 
He denied the charge in toto. He said 
that the history of Copiah county had always 
been characterized with a love of law 
and order, and in the events of 
the last election there was nothing inconsist- 
ent with that record, He made two speeches 
in Hazelburst, on the day before the last elec. 
tion, One ia the afternoon toa procession of 
country people on horseback, andthe other

‘You have said that the people of Copiah 

county stand high in general character, and 
you have announced that there was nothing 
in the conduct of the election inconsistent 
with their past history. Now I wish to ask 
whether, if it should turn out that this 
mounted crowd went about to the houses of 
colored men whipping them, shooting one ef 
them, declaring as they did it that they did 
it tocompel them to vote the democratic 
ticket, or compel negroes tu flee to the woods 
m large numbers, and that Mathews 
was shot because of his inflaence 
as a republican leader, whether 
that would change your mind as to the char- 
acter of the people.’’ 
_ “Well, now, I suppose the object of your 
inguiry has been accomplished by yourstate- 
meat. You are yourself giving testimony in 
the matter, which you propound to me. I 
think that after the trm! of Wheeler for the 
killing of Mathews, and the tacts are brought 
to light, then I will answer tne question,” 

Senator Saulsbury asked if it was right and 
fair when a person was likely to be placed 
upon trial for his life, to ask witness of 
Barksdale’s prominence to express an opin- 
ion upon the guilt or innocence of the party, 
and to give an opinion upon an entirely sup- 
positious case, assuming that the faces should 
be so and so. 

Mr. Hoar rejoined that Barkdale had testi, 
fied in regard to the character of the election- 
that the committe had evidence which he sup- 
posed was overwhelmingly‘in support ofthe 
assumption he had made. He therefore pro- 
pounded the inquiry if the witness’s opinion 
remained the same in view of that testimony. 

Addressing the witness, Senatcr Hoar con- 
tinued: Did you read some resolutions, pur- 
porting to have been passed after the election, 
at a public meeting? 

‘*Yes, sir; | have them here,’’ 

“Well, now, may I inquire whether you 
approve or disapprove of the resolutions?”’ 

*“T will not answer that question further 
than tosay the resolutions have not been 
properly understood by the public, and have 
peen misrepresented. If you will permit I 
will refer to them so that my understanding 
of the purport of your question may beclear. 
Wili you permit me, sir?”’ 

“No, sir. You have stated you decline to 
answer.”’ 

‘‘] desire to answer without an explanation 
of the reasons thatiufiuence myreply. The 
resolntions are in these words. [| Witness 
read the Copiah county resolutions]. I re- 
gard these resolutions simply asa reply to 
threats that had been made by Matthews 
himself, and the clamthat he was atthe 
head of, against the citizens.’ 

‘Then you mean to say that you do not 
approve them ?”’ 

“T mean to say that they have been mis- 
represented and my understanding —’’ 

**My question was not whether the public 
had been properly intermed, but wnether 
you approve of the resolutions.,”’ 

‘Well, my answer has been given.”’ 

Senator Frye: ‘‘Does he‘know of any threats 
raade by Mathews. I want te know whether 
witness, or his statement, means to testify 
that he ever heard Mathews say anything of 
the kind he has referred to.’’ 

Witness said he had not heard Mathews 
make any threats, but he had heard of them 
from others. 

Mr. Frye—‘' You have no right, as a wit- 
ness, to make that answer, and you know it.”’ 

Witness— Well, sir, when you say you did 
not know it, or youdid know it, then itis 
not the manner in which gentlemen address 
each other. 

Mr. Hoar—Did you not know that when 
you were asked asto the fact whether you 
knew it or not, that you are not entitled to 
teil what you have heard others say. 

Witness—But you asked wy opinion when 
I am cailed upon to testify to facts 

Mr, Hoar—‘'You have no right to put in 
heresay testimony when you are asked as _ to 
your knowledge of facts. You say you are 
familiar with the political history of Mississ- 
ippi. There is one resolntion to the effect 
that Copiah shakes hands with Yazoo. Do 
you know what that means?” 

“Well, no sir; I will not undertake to in- 
terpret that.”’ 

“You had no knowledge of the facts?’ 

“Tl had nothing todo with getting up the 
reso!utions.”’ 

‘Do you remember any public fact ia the 
history of Yazoo which migtt help to inter- 
pret thatresolution?”’ 

“Tf will not answer that question. I will 
not undertake to interpret tnat resolution.’ 

Witness, in further course of the colloquy, 
said the people of Yazoo county were a taw- 
abiding people. He knew of nothing in the 
history of either Yazoo or Copiah which 
would compare with the Tewksbury horror. 

Mr. Hoar—That you know all about. — 

Witness—‘‘I have seen it stated officially. 
You are acquainted with Tewksbury, and 
not well acquainted with Yazoo?” 

“Pretty will acquainted with both and do 
not know anything so much to the discredit of 
Yazooas Tewksbury. Senator Hoar expressed 
the hope that on official investigation of the af- 
fairs ot Yazoo county, it would show them to be 
as false as those respecting Tewksbury. After 
some further colloquy, Senator Hoar said: 
“You have said that the people of Copiah 
county were alaw-abiding people, and that 
at the last election they did no discredit to 
their history. In that respect I cali your at- 
tention to the public meeting largely attend- 
ed, the day after the election, at which the 
people congratulating — themselves upon 
the result, passed resolutions saying that ‘Vo 
piah county shakes hands with Y azoo,’ and. 
ask if you can tell us what that means ¢ 

Witness—‘‘I cannot, sir- I cannot inter- 
pret it. It seems to me that itis wholly ir- 
relevant, and I will not undertake to inter- 
pret it. I decline to interpret the resolu- 
tions.”’ aS 

Senator Hoar—‘‘That is all, sir.

DISHONEST OFFICIALS. 


WHO PICKED UP CRUMBS WITH 
INDUSTRY. 


Phe Indietment and Arrest of Sheriff Davidson and 
Four Other High Officials of New York on the 
Charges of Malfeasance in Office and 
Perjury — The Surprise Great. 


New York, March 21.—Following the pre- 
sentment of the grand jary this afternoon, 
five indictments were handed to Judge Bar- 
rett in the court of oyer and terminer, 
against as many city officials. The warrants 
were immediately issued by the magistrate 
and the prisoners were arrested and brought 
before him. They were Sheriff Alexander 
V, Davidson, Warden James Bowe, of Lud- 
low street jail, Deputy Warden Philip Ker- 
nan, Deputy Sheriff W. Anderder, Clerk 
David McGougal and Jacob Worsthiemer, 
clerk in the sheriff's office. Sheriff Davidson 
is charged in three indictments of extortion, 
grand larceny in the second degree and mal- 
feasance of office during October, November 
and December.last. Warden Bowe is charged 
with perjury’ in making a false 
affidavit as to the number of prisoners in jail 
during the month of December last, whose 
support is charged to the city. Against 
Deputy Warden Kernan are found four in- 
dictments for forgery in the second degree, 
charging him with forging the names of the 
alleged employes of the jail on orders to draw 
the wages due them. Deputy Sheriff McGou- 
gal is charged with extortion in charging a 
fee of $26.75 to William Romer, a prisoner in 
his custody in January last, when 
he was only entitled to a charge 
of fifty cents. Jacob W. Ertheimer, whose 
case has already been before the public since 
the first sitting of the Rosevelt committee, is 
charged with perjury in making false affida- 
vits as to the number of persons convicted by 
him, Judge Barrett fixed the bail at $5,000, 
in the caseof each of the prisoners with the 
exception of McGonigal, whose bail was 
fixed at $2,000. They all obtained bondsmen 
who were acceptable to the district attorney 
and were discharged from custody. 


TO BE RESTORED. 


Favorable Report of the Naval UOommittee in the 
Oase of Captaia Alfred Hopk tas, 
Special te The Constitution. 

WasuHineTon, March 21.—It will be remem- 
bered that considerable sensation was occas- 
ioned in Pensacola in 1882 while the yellow 
fever epidemic was raging by the report that 
Captain Alfred Hopkins, United States navy, 
then incommand of the navy yard at that 
place, had deserted his post to escape from 
tbe danger of the disease. He left Pensacola 
with his family on the Ist of September. On 
the 6th he was notified at Morristown, ‘len- 
nessee, that he was detached from the yard 
and put upon waiting orders, Subsequently 
he was court martialed, and on 
the 20th of November, 1882, he was found 
guilty of the charge of deserting his post of 
duty and was sentenced to dismissal from the 
service. 

Captain Hopkins now comes before con- 
gress and asks to be restored to his former 
rank in thenavy. The naval committee has 
reported through Judge Buchanan in favor of 
the bill to restore him, andit will probably 
pass, It appearsthat Hopkins was in bad 
health at tne time he left Pensacola, but this 
fact would not excuse him. The committee 
ask his vindication on other grounds, He 
had the right to be absent from the 
yard several days without permission, but 
he had been away only five days when he 
received the order detaching him. The sec- 
retary of the navy acted too precipilately. 
The proceedings of thecourt martial are crit- 
cised as being unduly hasty and not allowing 
the fullest opportunity for the accused to de- 
fend himself. The penalty is also considered 
too heavy, it being the extremest known to 
the law except death. The secretary of the 
navy says that Hopkins evidently meant to 
leave Pensacola for good, as his letters and 
telegrams about that time show, but 
the committee says that the offense 
could not have been complete 
with a joint union ofintention and act in 
violating the law. The’ bill is liable to pro- 
voke some discussion, but will probably pass, 
Hopkins graduated with distinction at the 
naval academy in 1855. He did excelient 
service in the navy during the war, com- 
mandiog various vessels. He bas seen thir- 
teen years’ service on sea and six years’ ser- 
vice on shore, Up to the time of his detach- 
ment, by order of the secretary of the navy, 
his record was one of highly honorable ser- 
vice, and, though this unfortunate affair 
may leave acloud over him as long as he 
lives, he will probably be restored to a cap- 
taincy in the navy. 


A HOPEFUL SENATOR 


Sir. Biair Still hae Faith in his Billte Give Aid to 
Education.

WASHINGTON, March 21,—Senator Blair; 
several times since the openingof the session, 
has expressed to me his great hope that con- 
gress would no longer delay what he thinks 
is certain to come sooner or later—the appro- 
priation from the national treasury of a lib- 
eralsum toaid thestates in keeping upa 
system of public education. With the session 
well worn and the ‘calendars crowded with 
all kinds of legislative raw material he con- 
tinues to press this measure for consideration 
and he still believes that united,  har- 
monious action on the part of 
its friends will insure it 
passage. The senator has made au elaborate 
exposition of the commiitee bill to the sen- 
ate. Itis almost exactly the same bill he 
has been trying to pass for several years. 
Briefly, it gives fifteen millions the first vear 
and reduces this sum by one million every 
year for ten years, when the appropriation is 
to cease. The money is to be distributed on 
the basis of illiteracy and to be applied un- 
der the laws and bythe school machinery of 
the several states. Georgia would receive 
over eight hundred thousand dollars the first 
year of the operation of this bill. In his 
algument to the senate Mr_ Biair quoted a 
speech of state school commissioner 
Orr, delivered before a congressional com 
mittee and thus commended the Georgia 
educator. I desire to say that Superintendent 
Orr can speak with largerand more reliable 
authority probably from the standpoint of an 
educated, energetic and patriotic southern 
man upon this subject than any other man 
whatever in the whole country. I consider 
his statements as of very special significance, 
and entitled not alone to the attention of the 
senate, but of the entire country. 

A great many other authorities from all 
parts of the union were quoted. The senator 
made a strong case for his bill. He will fol- 
iow it up with the active, untiring personal 
efforts which he gives to everything he 
tukes hold of. I fear the chances of the bill 
are not so good in the house as in the senate. 
Mr. Aiken, chairman of the committee on 
education, is said to be opposed to 
be opposed the general idea of the bill, and 
there are several members of the house 
who have openly declared their opposition to 
any bill of the kind. One of the strongest 
reasons put forward in its supportis that the 
great bulk of the illiteracy ‘which now op- 
presses the south was put upon it by the 
government’s act of emancipation and that 
itis the duty ofthe government to aid the 
states in elevating the negro nearer to an in.

IN THE TWO HOUSES. 


Skirmishing in the Heuse to Avoid the Transaction 
ef Business, 


_WASHINGTON, March 21.—Inm the senate, a 
bili was introduced by Mr. Mahone to pro- 
vide for the erection of a public building at 
Staunton, Virginia. By ir. Call, to author 
ize @f investigation of the issue of 
fraudulent land warrants, and to protect 
soldiers and sailors from loss thereon. 

Mr. Hoar cailed up the bill increasing sala- 
ries of United States district judges, and Mr. 
Morgan resumed his remarksin support of his 
ameudment, whico applies the increase only 
to judges hereafter appointed. Upon’ the 
vote being taken on Morgan’s amendment, it 
was rejected. At two o'clock the motion 
went Over till Monday without decision. 

: THE BLAIR BILL. 

Mr. Blair's educational bill was laid before 
the senate, being the unfinished business of 
yesterday. At the request of Mr. Allison 
however, Mr. Blair gave way to permit the 
consideration of the deficiency apprepriation 
bill, which was read threetimes. The amend- 
ments recommended by thesenate committee 
on appropriations were agreed to, and the bill! 
was passed, 

The discussion of the educational aid bill 
was resumed. Mr. Garland, at 4:45 p. m., 
moved that the senate go into executive ses- 
sion, Which was agreed to. Before the doors 
were closed amendments to the pending bill 
were Offered by several senators, in order that 
they may be printed. One by Mr. Sherman 
provides that the money shall 
be applied to the education of 
children without distinction of race 
or color, and shall be distributed to the coun- 
ties or school districts in the proportion 
which number of illiterate children in each 
such county or school district bears to the 
whole number of illiterate children in the 
state, and that the assent of the state to this 
provision shall be had before the money can 
be given to it by the United States. After 
an executive session the senate adjourned 
until Monday next. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house no attempt was made to call 
up the bonded extension bill, and the speaker 
proceeded to cail committees for reports of 
a private character. At the conclusion of the 
cail Mr. Money, of Mississippi, chairman of 
the committee of postotfices and post roads 
reported the following resolution: ‘Resolved 
that the charges reflecting on Mr. Ellis, rep- 
resentative from Louisiana, in connection 
with the star route frands, recently publish- 
ed, are untrue.’’ Adopted. The house then, 
at 12:30, went into a committee of the whole, 
Mr, Cox, of New York, in the chair on the 
private calendar. 

Aiter considering two bills the committee 
rose informally, and E. H. Funston appeared 
at the bar ofthe house and took the oath of 
office as representative from the second dis- 
trictof Kansas, to succeed the late D. C., 
Haskell, Mr. Dockery, from the committee 
On accounts, asked leave to submit the report 
of that committee, providing for an extra 
month’s pay to employes of the present house 
discharged prior to February 1, but E. B. 
Taylor, of Ohio, demanded the regular order, 
which prevented it reception. ‘ne commit 
tee then resumed its session. 

The greater part of the day was consumed 
ia the discussion of the bill forthe retirement 
of William W. Averill, with the rank of 
colonel. Finally the committee rose apda 
number of biils were passed, including the 
Averill bill. Adjourned. 


WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Gilmpees of Men and Things ia and About the 
Oapite!—Visaer Tepies ol the Day.

WasHineton, March 21.—Mr, Aiken, of 
South Carolina, severely lectured the demo- 
crats for cuttiag down the postal appropria- 
tion bill so low and especially for avolishing 
the southern fast mail. It is confidently as- 
serted that the senate will amend the 
billso as to meet the recommendations of 
the postmaster general. A contest in the 
two houses will result in a compromise con- 
siderably above the close figures of the bill as 
it now stands. 

John Sherman’s Danville outrage mill has 
been standing idle several days for the want 
of money. Iltis expected that the necessary 
appropriation will be granted in a few days, 
and a meeting of the committee called for 
some day next week. Mr. Cabell and other 
Virginia democrats say that rince this inves- 
tigation bas been ordered they mean to make 
ita thorough one, They expect to prove that 
the worst species of buli dozing 
exists among the negroes them- 
selves, and that it is not 
safe for a negro to vote the democratic ticket 
about Danville unless he conceals it from the 
bullying black leaders. 

Colonel Henry P. Farrow is stillin Wash- 
ington. He takes the delay in the appoint- 
ment of Judge Erskine’s successor quite phil- 
osophically. Hesaid he remarkeu when he 
came here that he meant to stay untii he was 
confirmed as district jadge and he has not 
found any reason to change his mind. 

With all his wealth and literary attain- 
ments William Walter Phelps affects agricul- 
ture. He says he cannot remember the time 
when he was not directly interested in the 
tillage of the soil. In a recent address to 
some New Jersey farmers he adduced 
statistics to show that to be the most prosper- 
ous agricultural state in the union.

Happy the 
land where peace and comfort quench all the 
fires of eloquence!’’ The bad feeling between 
Sunset Cox and Perry Belmont, which origi- 
nated when both of them tried to get the 
chairmanship of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee, has not passed away. When Cox was 
criticizing the foreign affairs committee 
for not responding to Bismarck’s insult, Bel- 
ment saidina sneering tone, ‘I move that 
this matter bereferred tothe naval com- 
mittee.’’ Cox tarned toward him and said: 
‘Some member wants these resolutions re; 
ferred to the naval committee — Then the 
gavel fell. When. Cox obtained the floor a 
few minutes later everybody expected him 
ro sail into Belmont in his best style, but he 
launched out intoa eulogy of the Teutonic 
race and the American flag.

EXCITEMENT IN BALDWIN OVER 
NEGRO RIOTOUSNESS. 


The Arrest of [Alice Lee—The Sspiefoes Bank 
Offcers—The Coming Fire Tournement— Mat- 
ters Before the Courts— Persona!’ Deve}. 
opments A Sausage Incident, 


Special to The Constitution. 

Macon, March 21.—Reports received here 
to-night state that great exoitement exists in 
Baldwin county over the incendiary speeches 
of the negro T. M. Smith. He gathered 
several hundred negroes in a wood near Mil- 
ledgeville last night and harangued them. 
When Sheriff Ennis and a posse approached 
Smith spied them and fled. The sheriff fred 
at him and missed Smith and shot another 
negro in the arm. Sheriff Ennis was in 
Macon to-day hunting Smith. Smith has 
been making incendiary speeches, inciting 
the negroes to riot, and calling upon them 
to make a general uprising and commence on 
April ist to slaughter and kill the white peo- 
ple. Lieutenant Charles Wood, of the Macon 
police, is well acquainted with Smith, who is 
a noted jail bird. 

THE ARREST OF ALICE LEE. 

A warrant was issued to-day forthe arrest 
of Alice Lee, alias Shropshire, a well known 
member of the Macon demi monde, a white 
girl about 20 years of age. She liveson Fourth 
street, but she spent Wednesday night at the 
house of a negress named Jane Kendrick, 
near the gas works. The next morning when 
Alice had taken her departure Jane found 
that her trunk had been entered and a q uan- 
tity of clothes stolen. Among 
the articles taken was a fine hand- 
kerchief which Jane saw this morning in the 
possession of Alice and when accosted about 
it, Alice admittea to taking all the missing 
clothes of Jane. Hence, the warrant. Alice 
is a sister of Ruby Lee who married a mem- 
ber of the brass band of the li8th United 
States infantry when stationed in Atlanta 
and subsequently went to Fort Assiouniboine 
with her husband, but, afterwards left him 
and came to Macon. Ruby has considerable 
pride and has frequentiy assisted her sister 
out ef difficulties. They bailed originaliy 
from Columbus, Ruby is a brunetteof great 
beauty but Alice isa very homely siouca, 

THE SU: PICIOUS BANKERS. 

The bank sharpers of yesterday and their 
successful swindiingof three Macon cashiers 
is the taikof the city. To-day J. W. Cabaniss, 
cashier of the Exchange bank, received the 
following telegram from Toomsboro, Ga., on 
the Central railroad, a short distance from 
Macon: ‘‘Give accurate description of Cobb’s 
friends of yesterday.’’ (Signed) N. B. Baum 
& Bro, The following reply was 
sent: ‘Short, square young m2n, dark clothes 
and Derby hat, moustache and florid face, 
quick-spoken yankee accent; good address 
(of course), weight 130 to 140 pounds, height 
tive feet eight or nine inches.’’ It has been 
learned to-day that the two sharpers yester- 
day afternoon about two o’clock, Dot more 
than an hour after their transaction at the 
banks, went to Butner’s stables, on Fourth 
street, hired a horse and buggy and 
were driven by a negro to Reid’s 
station on the Macon and 
Brunswick road, eight miles below Macon. 
The negro driver returned to Macon last 
night. There are two merchants at Reid’s 
station. It is known to-day that the sharpers 
practiced successfully their Macon bank trick 
ou these merchants, substituting ten (10) 
dollars, however, instead of one hundred. 
The sharpers may have crossed the country 
from Reid’s station and gone to Toomsboro, 
hence the despatch of Baum & Bro. to Caba- 
niss. 

As illustrative of the state of feeling among 
the bank officials arising from the sharpers’ 
transactions of yesterday, the following may 
be cited: This morning the manager of the 
Reniz Santley went with one hundred dollars 
in change to several of the banks, and re- 
quested them to give him a hundred dollar 
bill in exchange. This the banks refused 
to do, remembering the hundred dollar trick 
of yesterday. The manager retired astound- 
ed at this want of civilty, 
as he thought, but he promptly 
understood the matter, when Alford R. 
Woodson, the popular clerk ofthe Lanier 
house, explained to him the swindle perpe- 
trated on Thursday. Mr. Woodson wept and 
got the specie converted into a hundred dol- 
lar bill and then the Rentz Santley manager 
was happy once again.

New York, March 21.—Ihe alleged “Cuban 
bandits’ are stoppiys ata Cuban hotel in 
Pear! street, in charg@’of M. Rubiera, editor 
ofthe Separatista.

It is of the utmost importance that a big crop of 
corn be raised this year. The oat crop, which is 
so valuable an adjuuct to the corn crop, will be 
almost a total failure in many parts of Georgia; 
and therefore the corn crop should be large enough 
oO fUupply Dot Only its own place, but that of the 
tat Crop which has been so disastrously cut off 
Oats have been, in the past. more than once, the 
salvation of Georgia. Ip spite of the best; fforts of 
the farmers, tois time, the oat crop will be a fail- 
ure. If saivation, of the kind alluded to, comes at 
all, it must come from the corn crop. There is no 
probability—no pessibility, in fact—of too large a 
corn crop; but, on the otber vand, there isa pruba- 
bility of toosmallaone. It behouves every farmer, 
therefore, to make sure of pitching his cru crop so 
as to make abundance for his own use If he makes 
more thau eno: gh for bimself, he will not be likely 
to find any difficulty in disposing of it at a good 
price 

Talking with twoself-supporting farmers, the other 
day, they suggested tous tourge the farmers not 
to plow up the oa'ts that are lefi—no maiterif :hey 
are seattering; but to let them grow uultil cutting 
lime, and make whatihey will, aud then plant 
corn. They Sai further that, on good land there 
Will be no difficuity in makiog acorn crop by 
plauting yellow corn on the land from which vats 
have beencut.

It isa matteron which the democratic 
public would be g'ad to have more precise 
and authentic information. What particular 
democratic congressmen, opposed heretofore 
to the Morrison measure, have been aroused 
to a sense of their insignificance by the gush- 
ing hot ukase issued by Mr. 
Henry Watterson? To whom were 
their petitions addressed? What person 
or persons have these frightened congressmen 
recognized as the supreme democratic authcr- 
ity, with power to drive them out or to give 
them a gracious permission to remain?

It 
is impossible to understand the 
grounds upon which the czars of the demo- 
cratic party propose to make the Morrison 
bill a test of democracy. It certainly fails to 
meet the expectations of the free-trade ele- 
ment ; it fails even to come up to the desires 
of tariff reformers; it is simply a thin com- 
promise that suits nobody. In the midst of 
his other gabblement, poor Mr. Watterson 
admits that the Morrison bill is a sort of 
make-shift which is far from satisfactory;

This is not only extremely foolish, but un- 
éer the circumstances, it is criminal. Tae 


pose to do’'when they getinto power. It is, 
in short, a piece of buncombe which means 
nothing except to those who can make some- 
thing out of it in their dreams.

THE BLAIR BDUCATIONAL BILL, 

The senate has reached the edacationai bil! 
introduced by Mr. Blair, and will discuss it 
from day to day until its fate in that body is 
determined. ‘fhe bill provides that $15,000,- 
000 shall be divided tls year among the 
states and territories in the proportion of the 
whole number of persons in each state or ter- 
ritory over ten years of age who cannot read 
and write tothe whole number of such per- 
sons in the United States; that the sum to be 
divided shall diminish a million dollars each 
year, until! tem appropriations have been 
made, and that no state or territory shall 
shere the bounty which does not expend for 
the first five years at least one-third 
as much, raised by local taxation, as it re- 
ceives, and for the second five as much as the 
whole amount it receives. The last census 
showed the presence in the United States of 
6,240,008 persons over 16 years ofage who 
could not write, one-half colored. The Blair 
bill therefore will distribute about $2.50 per 
capita for this class. The proportion of Mas- 
sachusetts will be about $225,000; that of 
New York $600,000; that of Georgia $1,250,000; 
that of Alabama $1,000,000, and so on. 

Undoubtedly this is the best bill before 
congress for the purpose of materially reduc- 
ing the illiteracy of the colored population of 
the southern states. The Morrill bill would 
not effect much good ina generation, and 
the Logan bill isso extravagant that there is 
no hope ofits passage. If the Blair bill is 
defeated the hope of national aid is practi- 
cally postponed to another congress. 

The Blair bill has many good points. In 
the first place the present scheol system, 
| of the states are to be used in expending the 
money appropriated. While the relief is 
temporary, it comes in such volume and for 
such a length of time that there need be no 
fear of lost ground at the end of the term. 
It spurs the states to large contributions to 
the purposes of education, The money is to 
be used to develop a common school system, 
and not to feed colleges and academies. The 
giftis forthe many and not for the few. 
Unlike the Morrill bill, the Blair bill provides 
fora fixed and known sum. In every sense 
it would prove an excellent investment for a 
country that has an overflowing treasury, 
and a high percentage of illiterates. 


ILLITERACY IN THE UNITED STATES. 

In 1880 there were 6,239,958 persons over 10 
years of age who could not write. There are 
probably now fully 7,000,000. Over 9 per 
centof the whites inthis country can not 
write; 70 percent of colored persous in the 
United States cannot write. Of males over 
21 there are 2,150,000 that can not write. One 
voter in seven, in other words, can not write 
hisown name. Not over three-fourths of the 
voting population is capable of reading and 
writing, says Senator Blair, with such facility | 
as te make those arts asource of intelligent 
suffrege. 
About three-fourths of the illiterate voters 
are found in the states that have large colored 
population. In Geogia out of 321,438 males 
over 21 years of age, thereare 28,571 whites 
and 116516 blacks who can not write. A 
little over 45 of every one hundred are illit- 
erate, although the ratio of illiteracy in this 
state is not as high as it is in Alabama, Louis- 
jana, South Carolina or Mississippi. This 
state has 145,087 illiterate voters, There are 
in the state 446.683 persons over 10 years of 
age who cannot read, These figures of course 
largely represent the illiteracy that exists 
among the negroes. There are, however, 
128,934 white illiterates in the state of the age 
of eighteen years and upwards. 
Under the Blair bill, the state would edu- 
cate its white illiterates, while the national 
government would pay for the education of 
the black illiteratesin the state. This is a 
fair, and all things considered, a just division 
of the work. We have no ground upon which 
to ask the people of Iowa to contribute to- 
words the education of our white population; 
it is clearly our duty to attend to that part of 
the work. Two-thirds of our illiterates con- 


sist of ‘‘the wards of the nation,’ and the 
other one-third are whites, The state at 
present, raises for school purposes, $600,0™%, 
while under the Blair bill we would eosin, 
in the first year of its operaunn $1,254,208 .!

THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH SCHEMS. 


The Sub-Committee Preperes a Hill Formulating the 
Subject. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—The sub-commit- 
tee of the senate committe on postoffices and 
postroad having several postal telegraph bills 
under consideration,has formulated and caus- 
ed to be printea a bill embodying the views 
ofa majority of the sub-committee; that 
the postmaster.¢>nera! shall establish tele- 
graph offices at ali postofiices on telegraphic 
circuits, and et all other 
postcfiices within ten miles 
of any such circuit, where the salary of the 
postmaster is pot less than $500 per annum. 
The otlice of fourth assistant postmaster gen- 
eral is created, the incumbent of which shall 
be a skilled electrian, who is to cjntrol the 
telegraphic branch of the postoffice depart- 
ment. A schedule of tariffs is embodied, 
the minimum of whichis twenty cents for 
twenty words, or less for a distance 
of 1.000 miles or less, and the maximum 
fifiy for any distance, bowever great. The 
messages of government officers and employes 
are given precedence over all other business. 
The newpaper tariff is on the basis of fifty 
cents for each bundred words per 100 miles at 
right, andone dollar in the day. Two mil- 
lion dollars are appropriated for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1885. Nothing in the 
act is to be consirued as to prohibit the oper- 
ation cf telegraphs by cospcrations or indi- 
viduals.

He res- 
pounded to the invitation, and as 
soon as he landed in the street the two men 
grappled in adeadly struggle. -Both were 
armed with knives and in a second both were 
wounded. ‘The younggirl who was talking to 
Pearsons when Jeu kinscame out of the house 
began calling loudly foraid as soon asthe fignt 
began. The women who were in the house ran 
ouc, and by hard work succeeded in parting 
the duelists, but not until Jenkins nad re- 
ceived three ugly wounds, one of which is 
probably dangerous. Immediately after the 
tizbt, Pearsons went to Dr. Asber’s drug sore, 
oon Marietta street, where he had his wounds 
dressed. One wound is down the left cheek 
the entire length, while another is across the 
temple.
